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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sjoo. 

Sjoo discloses all of the subject matter as set forth in the claims and is identical 
to the invention as broadly recited. Some of the claimed elements clearly disclosed by 
the reference are: a first part (3), a second part (2), a clamping member (5), male and 
female mating sections (12,16) comprising axially irregular surface profiles defined by 
portions extending to axially different extents and a cutting insert (edge) mounted on the 
first part which is not numbered. 

Response to Arguments 
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Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/2/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive.. 

In response to applicant's argument that the Sjoo patent fails to disclose only a 
single position of intercoupling, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention 
must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in 
order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art 
structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim 
drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference 
as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re 
Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). Sjoo can only be coupled with the profiles 
(12,16) parallel to each other and to locate them perpendicular to each other would 
constitute another position. Further in the present case, Sjoo discloses mating sections 
comprising axially irregular surface profiles defined by portions extending to axially 
different extents that intercouple to complete assembly of the tool. The inclined faces of 
the profiles define different axial extents as broadly recited.
